ing the Uniled States census reports. to 
show that 945,625 divorces have been 
granted in the United States in twenty 
years, the committee on marriage and 
divorce in its report to the Pr2sbyterian

Richardson told the other banqueters at 
the Elks’ Club in Bast St. Lousi Thurs- 
day night that if every woman who 
practiced medicine wouid box the ears 
of every male who practiced jokes at 
her expense, the prejudice against the 
woman M. D. would disappear. 

With the exception of the toastmaster, 
Capt. Robert B. Lee of St. Louis, who is 
an editor, all the banqueters were doc- 
tors and doctoresses. The doctoresses 
were the wives of the 125 Missouri and 
Illinois doctors who dined. 

Miss Dr. Richardson stoutly denied 
that she was a doctoress. She said she 
won the degree of M. D. ten years ago, 
but had to wait a year for her license, 
because she was only 20 when she was 
graduated.

A new and stern,. though kindly, so- 
lution of an ancient problem, wuver full 
of pathos, has been found axzd applied 
in St. Louis te the case of the Rev. G. 
F. Schenk, an Evangelical pastor, and 
Miss Gertrude Wolff, 20 years old, of 
flower-like beauty, who has been .a 
member of his househoud ever since spe 
was 13. 

The situation in the Rev. Mr. Schenk’s 
domestic affairs was revealed when 
Marianna Demkowska, a Polish woman, 
came to St. Louis with Mrs. Schenk re- 
cently, and, after her arrival as a 
guest at the Schenk home mentioned 
conditions there to several persons. 
Ar ong others, this information 
reached the ears of Dr. A. Siebert of 
1687 South Jefferson avenue, a friend 
of the Schenk family. He called Ger- 
trude Wolff and the Rev. Louis Sued- 
meyer, pastor of the Evangeiical Church 
at Hermann, Mo., into a consultation, 
last Saturday which ended in the girl’s 
signing a promise to leave America at 
once and never to communicate with the 
Rev. Mr. Schenk. . 


Girl Will Return to Fatherland, 
Mr. Schenk is now pastor of the [Cvan- 


gelical Church at Stolpe, near Hermann. 
Miss Wolff has left his home and is 
stopping with the family of the Rev. 
Dr. Sueuwmeyer, preparatory te her de- 
parture for her old home in Konigsbursg, 
Germany. 

Meanwhile, in the Schenk home at 
Stolpe, a cool white cottage among the 
spreading trees, alongside the new con- 
crete church and the little cemetery to 
the very edge of which nod the peony 
blossoms, two little girls romp on the 
lawn, unconscious o the impending 
crisis in their lives. Miss Gertrude 
_| Woltt, their mother, never.has_ been 
Evidently the parentage of the chil- 


Schenck to turn against the little enes, 
for she mothers *hem and cares for 
them as theugh they were her own. Un- 
til Gertrude Wolff broke her promise, 
by returning to the Schenk home, in- 
stead of leaving for Europe, it was 
supposed by Pastor Schenk’s parish- 
ioners’ that .he. and -Mrs. Schenk 
had adopted the children in Switzerland. 
Nobody suspected that the pretty Ger- 
trude was other than their foster-moth- 
er. The young mother later left the 
Schenk residence and is now with Pas- 
tor Suedemeyer’s family. 

If Mme. Demkowska, wife of a Polish 
merchant resident near Warsaw, had 
not come to this ceuntry with Mrs. 
Schenk a few weeks ago, perhaps it 
would not have been known that Ger- 
trude bore the children or that Pastor 
Schenk ever had looked on the youth-

Gave Asylum to Refu 
Mme. Demkowska was a fugitive from 


the Russian courts. She had been cen- 
victed of carrying a red flag on the 
street and sentenced to twe years in fie 
penitentiary. She appealed her case and 
left Poland while at liberty on bond. 

When Mme. Demkowska reached th? 
Schenk home, then at 1716 Ohio avenue— 
Pastor Schenk had not as yet been 
called to Stolpe—she was shocked to 
learn that a clergyman should love a 
weman not his wife. And she mentioned 
the matter to several persens. 

Meanwhile Mme. Demkowska was 
taken ill and sent to a hospital. Pastor 
Schenk, Frau Schenk, the two “adopt- 
ed children” whem the wife had brought 
from Switzerland, and Gertrude, all 
moved to the parsonage at Stolpe, where 
Pastor Schenk preached his first sermon 
a week ago Sunday. 

Dr, Siebert was a friend of the Rev. 
Mr, Schenk. The Rey. Mr. Suedmeyer 
was the nearest minister of that faith 
to Pastor Schenk’s parish. So Dr. 
Suedmeyer brought Gertrude to St. 
Louls and a conference was held be- 
tween the minister, the physician and 
the girl.

Council Will Discuss Letting 
of Contracts Next 
Week. 


BITTERNESS DEVELOPS 





Gerhart and Drew Are 
Squelched at Hearing of 
Comunittee. 


Bills authorizing the letting of con- 
tracts for the erection of the four piers 
and the superstructure of the Free 
Bridge will be introduced in the Council 
next week. The measures are now be- 
ing prepared by the Board of Public 
Improvements. 

At a public hearing conducted by the 
Council's Committee on Public Improve- 
ments to determine whether work on 
the bridge shall begin in default of an 
additional $500,000 required to complete 
it without railroad approaches, Chair- 
man Schutz and Frank H. Gerhart ex- 
changed several personal retorts. 

After four attempts to present his ar- 
guments, and as many rebuffs at the 
hands of Chairman Schutz, Mr. Gerhart 
was squeliched by an adjournment of 
the hearing. 

To Councilman Schutz, therefore, be- 
longs the distinction of being the only 
eity official who has ever checkmated 
Mr. Gerhart. ) 

Mr, Gerhart was the first speaker at 
Thursday's hearing. He had said but 
a few words when Chairman Schutz 
eautioned him that he must keep strict- 
ly to a discussion of the two questions 
under consideration.’ 

These were, first, whether work 
should commence on a bridge without 
railroad approaches and in the face 
of a deficit of 3500,000, and secondly, 
whether the amount of this present 
shortage should be obtained through 
an increase in the tax rate or an issue 
of bonds. 


Gerhart Says $3,500,000 Is Enough. 
Mr. Gerhart explained he proposed 


to attack the estimates furnished by 
Boller & Hodge, the engineers, as ‘o 
the cost of the bridge, and attempt to 
prove that the $3,500,000 already in the 
treasury is enough. 

“We won’t hear that 
said Schutz, 

“Did you ever think ,the estimates 
that have been made are purposely too 
high so that people may be discour- 
aged and abandon the whole project?” 
Mr. Gerhart asked.

ICt PACK 


Steamer Mongolian, Impris- 
oued Two Days, Makes Slow 
Headway Through Floes. 


ST. JOHNS. N. F., May 21.—The Allan 
Line steamer Mongolian early today 
freed herself from the ice pack off the 
entrance to St. Johns harbor, in which 
she had been imprisoned for two days. 
The Mongolian, after releasing herself 
from the ice pack did not make any 
attempt to enter St. Johns harbor, ice 
conditions making such a course ap- 
parently impracticable. The steamer 
worked off shore and at 8 a. m. was 
making slow progress through the heavy 
drift ice. 
The little coastal steamer Prospero, 
which was caught in the ice while 
trying to force its way to the Mon- 
golian, freed itself yesterday from the 
jam and returned to the harbor. 
The heavy easterly swell which set in 
last night broke up the ice pack and 
enabled the Mongolian to shake herself 
free. All night there was constant com- 
motion in the great field, the big bergs 
twisting and turning, while the pressure 
on the steamer was greater than ever 
before. 

Steams Through Crevice. 

Dawn revealed open water within a 
few miles of the steamer. A little later 
a crevice opened out through which the 
Mongolian steamed te comparative safe- 
water. For the first hour or two it was 
slow work, as the ice was still heavy 
and continually driving in on the steam- 
er. On getting further off shore the 
floes opened out more and at 8 a. m. 
with fairly clear water, the Mongolian 
swung around and headed down the 
coast and around Cape Spear in the di- 
rection of Bay Bulls. 

It was thought at first that the Mon- 
golian might try to run into Petty Har- 
bor, five miles south, but her captain 
decided to keep on to the more sheltered 
harbor ef Bay Bulls, where it is expect- 
ed the steamer will remain until the 
movth eof St. John’s Harbor is cleared 
of ice. 

The weather today continued favora- 
ble, the wind holding light north with a 
cloudy sky. 

In shipping circles the release of the 
Mongolian is looked upon as particu- 
larly fortunate, as the conditions last 
night were threatening and an easterly 
gale would have seriously injured the 
vessel.

FERRERO HOLDS 
FINANCE REFORM 
DUE 10 JEALOUSY 


Historian Declares Anti-Pluto- 
cracy Is Fostered by 
Class Envy. 


PARIS, May 21.—Coentinuing his letters 
in Figaro, Signor Guglielmo Ferrero, the 
Italian historian, who recently visited 
the United States, undertakes to explain 
today the moral upheaval in America 
of the last few years against some 
“methods of high finance.’’ 

He says that Europe, to comprehend 
America and the crisis preparing there, 
eheuld not confound the anti-plutocratic 
movement with Eurepean socialism. 
After reviewing the immense sensation 
caused by the crusade of individual 
writers und official inquiries and prose- 
cutions into matters of industry and 
finance, which he says have made 
Europe believe America was a seething 
caldron of moral corruption, Signor Fer- 
rero insists that a close examination 
compels a different conciusion. He gives 
it as his opinion that the anti-plutocratic 
movement was fostered by the jealousies 
of the middle classes against the rich 
and that ‘t borrowed many catcli words 
from socialism. 

Ite fundamental ‘dea, however, was, 
he said, to prove that America, so often 
accused of materialism, was sti!1 strong- 
ly inspired by puritanical tradition and 
democratic instincts

Fathers though he is, interpreted the 
role of an Alsatian concierge, who slum- 
bered sweetly throughout most of the 
performance, despite the fact that he 
shamelessly revealed a pair of sabot- 
clad feet so Brobdignagian as to crush 
sleep out of all the narcotic poppies 
that ever grew to fight insomnia. He 
also spoke two lines in French that 
would have provoked a Parisian quar- 
antine on the spot—so awesome was the 
infection-menace of the Crunden ac- 
cent. 

Mrs. Saunders was Nina, his wife—she 
couldn’t help it. Apparently it drove her 
almost to distraction, because she helped 
Wuerpel to win the prize that sent him 
to study art in Rome, even though she 
knows well how many typical Wuerpel 
swamps there are between the seven 
hills of the Eternal City. Otherwise, 
Mrs. Saunders played most cleverly— 
and her little sketch was a marvel of 
brightness and humor. 

As for Wuerpel, he played himself, 
talking about “‘me and Whistler’ with a 
devil-may-care pluck—remembering how 





long-suffering St. Louis has been in that 
connection—worthy of a better cause. 
And he painted a while in his own 
peculiar vein, too—the only time he 
painted worse was when he switched to 
Sylvester’s style and committed crim- 
inal ‘libel against the Mississippi River 
precisely as Sylvéster does. 

Sylvester, too, played Sylvester—the 
audience not being “put wise” to the 
truth that nobody else could be per- 
suaded to stoop so low in art—and 
played it very well, considering the sub- 
ject. The one unforgivable thing he 
did was to paint a picture like Wuerpel 
paints—surely one Wuerpel is burden 
enough for St. Louis to groan under. 
But such an audience—actually, it 
laughed as one jests at wounds that 
never felt a scar!

Dr. Robert Collyer, pastor emeritus of 
the Chureh of the Messiah, and an 
ola friend of Mr. Rogers, conducted 
the funeral service, which was simple, 
following closely the Unitarian church 
customs. 

“It is no time for a sermon,” said 
Dr. Collyer, ‘‘only for some words about 
a dear friend.’’ 

Dr. Collyer spoke in a voice breaking 
with emotion at times as he referred to 
the numerous incidents which occurred 
during his long friendship with the 
dead man. 

Pastor Calls Him True Man. 

“I found him one,of the.truest men I 
ever met in my life,’”’ said the min- 
ister. 

“He was ever quietly and generously 
charitable, always doing good things 
-hrough others and avoiding the public 
knowledge of his modest acts,’’ 

Dr. Collyer referred to Mr. Rogers’ 
many benefactions to his home town at 
Fair Haven and spoke feelingly about 
the splendid church which he had built 
there in the memory of his mether—the 
church in which services will be held to- 
morrow. 

Was a Mother’s Boy. 

“He was a mother’s poy,’’ said Dr. 
Collyer, “and seldom let more than a 
few weeks slip by without visiting her 
in Fair Haven. He told me once that 
the sweetest memory of his life was the 
remembrance of the light in the win- 
dow which always welcomed him home 
to his wife and child when he first went 
into the oil regions of Pennsylvania.” 

Dr. Collyer spoke of the dead man’s 
great fondness for children, and said the 
school cnildren in Fair Haven all had 
loved him. 

“How glad I am to say these things 
about him before you all, many of whom 
have been his neighbors and been asso- 
ciates,’’ said Dr. Collyer in concluding 
his remarks. ‘“‘The memory of his 
friendship will grow sweeter as the 
years pass by and the good things he 
has done will never be forgotten.”’ 

Throughout the country, wherever the 
Standard Oil Co.™has a station or a 
branch, there was a pause during the 
hours of the funeral to mark the pass- 
ing of the first vice-president of the 
company and one of the men who helped 
matgrially to make it a great organiza- 
tion.

The funeral cortege left the Rog- 
ers’ home, at 3 Hast Seventy-eighth 
street, at 9:30 a. m., and proceeded to 
the Church of the Messiah in East 
Thirty-fourth street.

INTOLERANCE IN HIGH PLACES. 

‘In the manner of displaying temper toward 
organized labor, J. W. Van Cleave was & vast im- 
provement over.D. M. Parry as the head of the 
National Association of Manufacturers. The lat- 
ter, taken at his word, was a devil of a man, 
thirsting for the life blood of every holder of a 
union card. Mr. Van Cleave himself is no molly- 
coddle. He will not dodge strife if he considers 
the conflict justified and he has used the law as 
an effective weapon to stay advantage on the 
side of labor and win advantage for his own 
side. 

But during Mr. Van Cleave’s comparatively 
temperate administration of the affairs of this 
great association of producers, no progress was 
made toward that harmony of action and unity 
of interests which marks the ideal relation of 
capital and labor. In fact the breach has per- 
ceptibly widened. Instead of the two forces re- 
garding each other as allies, each indispensable 
to the other, their attitude is one of irreconcilable 
hostility. Needless to say that this condition is 
worse only in its menace than in its reality. 

There is no prospect of improvement. The 
new president of the Manufacturers’ Association 
has placed himself squarely on record at a regu- 
lar fire eater. “My policy will be that of Mr. 
Van Cleave,” he said. “I do not believe in com- 
promise with criminals. It is better to bring 
the whole labor question to the point at once, 
instead of temporizing and fooling with it.” 

John Kirby Jr., the new president, justifies 
the appendage to his name. He wants war. He 
uses language that, however modified by later 
explanation and interpretation, is charged with 
indiscriminate insult and challenge. Were he a 
labor agitator he would be instantly condemned 
as a trouble maker and flatulent cemagogue. But 
he is the responsible head of a great organiza- 
tion of men who pride themselves on their con- 
servatism, who would make themselves an eco- 
nomic force through the very excellence of their 
counsel. What can we expect from labor lead- 
ers, when business men applaud a sweeping ar- 
raignmen*t of the toilers as criminals? How 
small must be the hope of industrial peace 
when the great employers speak of organized 
labor as a thing to be trodden under foot like‘a 
worm! 

“The only way to deal with this animal is to 
take it by the horns till it is made obedient,” 
cried President Kirby. 

Even if the redoubiable Kirby himself seized 
the horns, we doubt if the progress which has 
been gaining force for 80 years would shake itself 
loose and flee away in despair. 
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Attorney-General Major charges that President 
James E. Smith of the Business Men’s League, 
who criticised the legal prosecutions of railroads 
in this State, is the beneficiary of railroad dis- 
criminations. We presume that the Attorney- 
General would not make a charge of this kind 
without evidence. If he has evidence of discrim- 
inations, why does not Mr. Major make it pub- 
lic and take it into court? As Attorney-General 
it is his duty to prosecute those who are guilty 
of violating the laws. He should take the public 
into his confidence and do his duty in the courts. 
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THE WATERWAY PERIOD. 

The revolution of: public sentiment on the sub- 
ject of waterways is indicated by the unqualified 
indorsement of waterway improvement by Presi- 
dent Finley of the Southern Railway in his ad- 
dress to St. Louis business men. He placed the 
improvement of the waterways on a plane of 
importance with the expansion and improve- 
ment of railroads. 

This utterance emphasizes the new view of 
waterways to which the railroad managers have 
come. Until a few years ago the railroad owners 
and managers were the most persistent oppo- 
nents of waterway improvements. We have 
passed through a period of tremendous railroad 
expansion. The public mind has been absorbed 
with its possibilities and regarded waterways 
with indifference and some contempt. The rail- 
road was the thing and the railroad man was 
Regarding the water- 
way as a competitor he fought the development 
of water transportation. 

But with the vast growth of industry and com- 
merce and the consequent overwhelming  in- 
crease of traffic there is a broader and more in- 
telligent view of the possibilities of both. They 
are recognized as supplementary. The railroad 
men are glad to yield the heavier freight to the 
rivers, lakes and canals and to co-operate with 
water lines. They find that the waterway 
relieves the railway of cheap bulky freight and 
keeps it busier with profitable traffic. 

The next great advance in transportation fa- 
cilities will be the improvement of rivers and 
the building of canals. It will go hand in hand 
with railway extension and will contribute as 
much to the country’s development and prosper- 
ity. 
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Gov. Hadley is going to carry the campaign 
for reform into “every close legislative district” 
in the State. We trust he will be more suc- 
cessful in those parts than he was in the Re- 
publican House. 
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FOOL OR KNAVE. . 

It is a curious and interesting fact that many 
men who start out bravely on a criminal career 
do little more than make fools of themselves, and 
before they can gain any great renown as “bad 
men” or “skillful forgers” they are landed in 
jail.. 

When a young man meditates a career of this 
kind he ought to commune with himself: “Am | 
knave or*fool, or something of both. If too ante 
fool I am probably too littse bad; if so I can’t 
play the game with the firm and intelligent en- 
ergy required for success. I will think further of 
this before committing myself.” 

If he thinks thuswise, in most cases he will 
stick to his job, however humble and unpictur- 
esque it may be. So, he will not be a knave and 
people, perhaps, will never know that he is & 
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follow the straight and narrow path. The other 
way is full of terrible dangers anyhow, for the 
cleverest rogues; a touch of foolishness brings 
disaster at the first step.

The Use of Land. 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch. 

‘Ww.’ takes exceptions to my views of taxing land 
values as the best method of raising revenue and of 
taxing unused land to bring it into use. He inad- 
vertently misstates the proposition, We do not pro- 
pose to simply tax unused land as such; we propose 
to raise all taxes on land values, no matter where 
they are, irrespective of improvements, We don’t 
propose to tax a man extra simply because he has 
invested his money in land. Stocks and bonds have 
their basic value mainly on or in land. We propose 
to abolish all taxes on improvements, and thus take 
them off of labor, as labor produces all improvements 
and they hamper labor. We assert that the most 
equitable and ethical form of taxation is on land val- 
ues, irrespective of improvements. ‘‘W.’s’’ asser- 
tion regarding suburbanites and slum dwellers will 
not bear investigation. The slum dweller knows 
nothing about the trouble and risk in using land, 
and I challenge him to show mé (and to advertise 
it among the slums) any land between here and the 
Missouri River on the west of this city for less than 
$250 per acre, and from that up to $1000 and more; ou 
the immediate outskirts of the city they are asking

MAJOR ANSWERS SMITH 


Declares President of Business 
Men’s League Is Favored 
by Railroad. 


KANSAS CITY, Mo., May 21.—Another 
step was taken by the State to restrain 


the railroads of Missouri from restoring 
the 3-cent passenger fare when Jeptha 
Howe of St. Louis, representing Circuit 
Attorney Jones of St. Louis, today filed 
in the Federal Court here an appeal 
from the recent decision of Federal 
Judge Smith McPherson continuing in 
force a temporary injunction restrain- 
ing the Circuit Attorney from prosecut- 
ing an injunction suit against the rail- 
roads. 

The appeal was filed with the consent 
of Judge McPherson, who was not pres- 
ent, but from whom a telegram was 
read sanctioning the action. The appeal 
is based upon allegations of error in the 
ruling of Judge McPherson. 

Circuit Attorney Jones instituted a 
suit in the Circuit Court of St. Louis 
seeking to restrain the railroads of Mis- 
souri from inaugurating a 3-cent passen- 
ger fare. Judge Philips in the Federal 
Court here, upon the application of 
counsel for the railroads, granted a tem- 
porary injunction against this suit. 

Later Judge McPherson, after a hear- 
ing of the case on its merits, continued 
the temporary injunction in force until 
otherwise ordered by the Court, on the 
grounds that the suit of the St. Louis

HADLEY AND MAJOR REPLY: 
TO J. E. SMITH’S CRITICISM 


Replying to James E. Smith, president 
of the Business Men’s League, who 
criticized the State officials for their 
suits against the railroads, Attorney- 
General Major, in a statement at Jeffer- 
son City, declared the railroads were 
giving Mr. Smith and certain others 
lower rates than they gave the majority 
of shippers. 

A Post-Dispatch reporter asked Mr. 
Major today whether he had evidence 
that the railroads had favored Mr. 
Smith or any other shippers and wheth- 
er such favors, if granted, were not 
in violation of the law. 

“James E. Smith, as an individual, 
only came upon the horizon of the rate 
question day before yesterday,” said 
Mr. Major. “In the trial of the quo 
warranto proceedings, now pending, the 
questions of how rates are made, their 
divergent effects at certain points, the 
degrees of difference and favors wil) 
be gone into fully. The State should 
not forecast the evidence prior to its 
presentation to the commissioner who is 
to hear the evidence.” 

Then, in a parenthetical way, Mr. 
Major declared that evidence in the suit 
would be taken in St. Louis and added: 

“If James E. Smith is alive at that 
time he may rest assured that he will 
be given the freest and most ample op- 
portunity to appear before the commis- 
sioner to tell just how much he knows 
on this rate question and the means by 
which he became possessed of the in- 
‘formation, 


Mr. Smith says he is “dead cer- 
tain” that he was right in the views 
he had expressed regarding the course 
of Gov. Hadley in keeping up the rail- 
road rate fight as inimical to the busi- 
ness interests of Missouri. 


Mr. Smith declared there was no doubt 
in- his mind that the opinion he ex- 
pressed is held by a vast majority of 
the business men in Missourl. He said 
he was not in politics and would enter 
into no controversy with Gov. Hadley or 
with Attorney-General Major. His reply 
to the Governor, he pointed out, applied 
also to the Attorney-General. 

Just before his departure for a hunt- 
ing club in the Ozarks to remain over 
Sunday, Mr. Smith said he did not care 
to be bothered with trivialities. 

Gov. Hadley and Attorney-General Ma- 
jor in their statements in reply to Mr. 
Smith declare he does not represent the 
geptiment of the State. Gov. Hadley 
says that in charging persecution of 
the railroads Mr. Smith “shows that he 
is either ignorant of the facts or desires 
to intentionaHy mislead) the people.’’ 

In saying that the prosecutions have 
cost the State more than $100,000 Mr. 
Smith is “either ignorant or menda- 
cious,’””’ Gov. Hadley says. 


Believes Rates Please Smith. 

Attorney-General Major charges that 
Smith is getting rates that suit him and 
is therefore interested in keeping things 
as they are. Both Mr. Major and Gov. 
Hadley declare their purpose is to see 
that Missouri gets as low rates as neigh- 
boring states. 

Gov. Hadley said itn part. 

“The facts of the case are that up 
until the ninth of last April the only 
suits that were being conducted in the 
courts between the State and the rail- 
roads were those which were brought 
by the 18 railroads against the people. 
In these cases Gov. Folk and I had 
one of two courses to pursue. We 
could let judgment go by default and 
thus permit the freight and passenger 
rate laws passed by the Legislature two 
years ago to be overthrown without a 
contest, or we could employ experts to 
prepare the evidence and to endeavor 
to develop the facts. 

“It seems that Mr. Smith would have 
preferred that the State should have 
taken the first course and meekly sub- 
mitted without a contest. Gov. Folk 
and I decided upon a different course, 
and in defending suits brought by the 
railroads against the people of Missouri 
there has been incurred an expense of 
approximately $650,000. 

“Timid souls, like Mr. Smith, might 
wish to see the people of Misseuri tame- 
ly submit to such injustice and discrimi- 
nation, but I believe that the people 
of the State regard it as fortunate that 
they have not elected such men as their 
State officers. 


Statement by Attorney-General. 


Atterney-General Major said: 

“The State wishes the roads to obey 
the laws and not enter into agreements 
whereby free, open and independent 
competitive business at the hands of the 
roads is denied the people. Smith is in- 
terested in getting low rates for himself 
and certain others. The State is inter- 
ested in getting equally low rates for all 
the people and all the interests of the 
State. 

“If the railroads will give the people 
of the State within 10 per cent of the 
rates they are giving Smith and certain 
others, the officers of the State will be 
happy and entirely satisfied., In order 
that Smith may be satisfied, he has 
been favored. Here is where the trouble 
begins. Whenever an attempt is made to 
give a lower rate to the people of the 
State, some other fellow cries aloud. 
He deesn’t want rates disturbed, for the 
reason he has secured satisfactory rates 
for himself, and oftentimes a banquet 
follows. But to give him the rate he 
wishes, the other interests and ship- 
pers of the State pay for same. 

“If the people of the State were not 
paying such a high freight rate Smith 
would not get quite such a low freight 
rate. Let the even hand of justice go 
round to all. Let the shipper of live- 
stock and grain and every business in- 
terest receive some of the blessings.
